IRELAND IN TRAVAIL, 


The publisher's note informs us that 
the can of this book are husband and 
wife. We observe that every one of the 
chapters in the table of contents is signed 
by the initials of the writer—a concession 
to the curiosity of readers which is to be 
commended. The authors appear to have 
spent a considerable time in Ireland— 
from August, 1920, till the signing of the 
armistice in 1921. They came on a visit 
of inquiry, and, taking no side in the 
political struggle, managed to maintain 
relations with both parties. One of their 
friends who is frequently introduced into 
the tale is “No. 47,” a British Govern- 
ment agent. On the other hand, they 
were in touch with some of the minor Sinn 
Fein leaders. i 

The book contains lively impressionist 
sketches of incidents in Dublin, and 
records of conversations with Sinn Fein 
landladies, charwomen and such like, and 
of the talk of the street. The aim of the 
writers: was to “fill these pages with the 
spirit of the times,’’ and they have been, 
on the whole, successful. In regard to 
the many distressing incidents of the 
“war,’’ such as burning and looting and 
taking human life, the authors take up a 
reasoned attitude. “The Republicans 
called the struggle a war and used war's 
phraseology in connection with it; but it 
never assumed the proportions of war. 
Call it a war and say that it was one of 
the most inglorious wars ever fought. 
Own at the same time that it is difficult 
to suggest what other means of aggression 
Sinn Fein could have adopted in the face 
of its military inferiority, and acknowledge 
also on behalf of the Crown forces that 
there was no means of striking at the 
enemy other than by reprisal. Loyalist 
and Republican were caught in the web 
of circumstance. If one judges the 
struggle by its outer manifestations, it 
astonishingly lacks elements of glory; 
but, if one searches below the surface, one 
finds alike in Republican and loyalist the 
usual qualities bred of war—energy, 
courage, fortitude, sacrifice.” . 

[f the Tolstoyan position is assumed, all 
use ‘of weapons, methods of violence, and 
the taking of life to secure social reforms 
and political ends are barred as contrary 
to Christian morality. That position holds 
that social and political reforms ought to 
be brought about by a change of heart in 
the classes that have resisted them; and 
that, if they are brought about by violence, 
new afd malignant evils will be created. 
If contending classes or nations refuse 
the way of reason and persuasion and 
Christian morality. as impracticable, or, 
at least, as too slow, and choose and de- 
fend the way of force, then it does not 
appear that any limit can be set to the 
use of force beyond which it becomes im- 
moral. In such an atmosphere killing is 
not murder. This doctrine has infected 
large numbers of people, mainly youth, 
not only in Ireland, but in many other 
parts of the world. There are, for 
example, labour leaders who deliberately 
have taken the position—notably in 
America—that . the sions struggle is war 
and that every and any weapon is justifi- 
able, assassination included. 

We wish, for Ireland’s own sake, that 
her struggle for national freedom had 
Deen carried to success without bloodshed. 
We believe that she was within sight of the 
goal and could have won it without the 
gun. We wish, too, that, for the sake 
of the world, Ireland had in the last few 
years chosen the better way. It would 
have been an object-lesson of highest value 
to all peoples engaged in social struggles. 
It may be said that, if England had pos- 
sessed the prevision and resolution to 
make the generous gesture in time, Ire- 
land and England would have been saved 
from much of the horror and loss of five 
tragic years. Both countries have been 
at fault, and new all that can be done— 
and must be done, if we are to restore the 
years that the locust has eaten—is that 
both countries, as speedily as possible, 
shall establish relations of frank under- 
standing and amity.

Students of the Irish language, in spite 
of the limitations and confused teachings 
of most text-books, often master the pre- 
liminary difficulties to find themselves still 
far from any appreciable hold upon the 
language as a means of communication. 
This book will release to them the fluency 
and wealth of the living tongue, becomin 
a link between tHe school-book “as 
thought expressed in Irish by speech or 
The Rev. Geórge MacClune, 
Professor of Irish at St. Flannan's College, 
Ennis, has encountered all the difficulties 
that beset the teaching of Irish, and 
decides that “Irish, in itself and through 
itself’’ is the only way to make it a 
vehicle of modern thought and business 
life. To this end he gives many phrases 
and many new. ways of using common 
words, while the explanations (in Irish, 
of course) are simple and concise, though 
free enough to be in themselves examples 
of the language in modern use. It is the 
aim of the writer, indeed, to inculeate the 
“spirit ' of the old tongue with its re- 
vival. 

The book is a monument of painstaking 
research and retrospection, ond will be of 
practical help to those who are trying to 
adapt themselves to the Gaelic movement. 
The use of Irish as a modern commercial 
medium has yet to be tested. “ Reilthini 
Oir’’ will enable many an aspirant to 
qualify for the post where Irish is com- 
pulsory. The book is issued under the 
authority of the Minister of Education, 
and is in two volumes of clear type and 
good binding.

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OFFICIAL REPORTS. 
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PATRICKSWELL ATTACK. 


The following official bulletin was issued from 
‘he Publicity Department, Field G.H.Q., South- 
Western Command, 12 noon yesterday :— 

“On Tuesday night an advance post of the 
limerick City Brigade, stationed in Patricks- 
well, was attacked by very superior numbers of 
rvegulars, and completely surrounded. A 

risk fight took place, and a considerable num- 
her of the troops were made prisoners. The 
majority, however, succeeded in making good 
heir escape, with their arms and ammunition, 
aod have rejoined their unit. 

Subsequently a detachment of the West 
Limerick Brigade, under Brigadier Keane, en- 
-aced the irregulars, and succeeded in effect- 
‘og the release of five prisoners, who were 
emg taken from Adare to Rathkeale. 
In this engagement four of the irregulars 
are reported to have been killed, and about ten 
wounded. One irregular (Mr. Neany) had _ al- 
ready been killed, and two or three others 
sounded im the earlier encounter with the 
Limerick City Brigade. One of the troops was 
slightly wounded on the face.”

The following official bulletin was issued from 
the Publicity Department, Field G.H.Q., at 
1 p.m. yesterday :'— 

‘Yesterday morning a strong force of 
ivregulars surrounded the town of Bruree, re- 
cently captured by the troops. The irregulars 
had two improvised armoured cars fitted with 
Lewis and Thompson guns. 
' On the arrival from Limerick of a detach- 
ment of the Limerick City Brigade, accom- 
nanied bv the whippet, * The Custom House.’ 
the -irregulars’ two cars fled precipitately 
towards Kilmallock, and were chased by the 
vhippet to within a mile of the latter town. 

The Dublin Guards stationed in the town 
of Bruree put up a very strong defence. One 
small detachment of the Guards, nine in 
number, posted in a schoolhouse, were made 
prieoners., 

“The main objective of the irregulars was 
he headquarters of the Guards in the town. 
Lewis gun fire was continuously poured into 
this building, which was really wnoccupied at the 
time, Commandant Flood having actually with- 
irawn all his men from it into an adjacent 
building, almost at angles. 

'“ From the latter position he opened fire on 
the irregulars, and several of them fell. It ns 
supposed that there were at least five ixregulars 
killed and upwards of twenty wounded. 

“ The irregulars were completely besten off and 
hastily retreated in the Kilmallock and Charle- 
ville direction.”

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SHORT-LIVED SUCCESS, 


(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
LIMERICK, Wednesday. 

The irregulars have taken the offensive in the 
KilmaHock and Limerick areas. Early last 
night they advanced west of Limerick, and sur- 
rounded a small village, which had shortly be- 
fore been occupied: by a party of some half a 
hundred national troops, who were taking part

tured. The repg@rt at first received was that 
‘he whole force had been made prisoners. . One

In the course of the fight they 
captured five prisoners; including the irregular 
leader. 

Early this morning, all unwitting of the fate 
of their companions, another party of national 
troops, of "about the same size as the former, 
and, a third of a 
to the main street, came 
across a barrier of etones and barrels, hastily 
thrown across the road. The arrival of the 
umn evidently had disturbed the opposing 
‘oveds in their work, for a line had been roughly 
<kefched across the road, preparatory to making 
a trench and laying a mine. 

Dismounting mad our lorries, we. scaled the 
barricade, and advanced cautiously along the 
road, without, however, throwing out scouts or 
Jankers, or extending a skirmishing, line. What 
happened at the head of the column I am not 
prepared exactly to say, as I was in 
the middle of the extended order, and 
accounts vary considerably. One story told 
by the foremost man is that on rounding a bend 
the road he saw advancing towards him a 
‘ody of men headed by three men in national 
unform, and “that when called upon to halt 
the officer held up his hands and the men all 
dived for cover. 


INTENSE EXCITEMENT, 


Certainly in a.moment all was abuzz with 
efcitement, thyerinen lining the banks and wall 
without furtHer to do, and blazing into a house. 
Even with borrowed glasses I could discern no 
‘ar@et, and when I asked the men Whether 
they had seen anyone they replied: “ No.” The 
Lewis-guoner, taking up his position at the

| generalship to which I made reference in my 
despatch of yesterday. Whatever may be the 
faults and a greas of Mr. Childers, he is a 
brave man, with long experience of war, and 
one who Will not be content with a perpetual 
defensive. In the Umslopogaas strategy and 
the tactics of yesterday we can recognise the 
characteristies of his uhar brain. 

This pecking at different points of the front 
this rather too involved scheme, is redolent of 
the brain which in political. matters delights in 
minute and labyrinthine reasoning. Still, we 
have crossed swords with an opponent who is a 
master of fence. The personal element has 
made its way into the war. The story of the 
attack upon Bruree and its subsequent relief is 
full of dramatic incident, and though it was 
not until I entered the town with the relieving 
party that I was able-to collect the details of 
the attack, yet it will be clearer if I give the 
whole account in ite chronological order. 


COURSE OF EVENTS. 


On Wednesday morning Bruree was held by 
‘a company of the Dublin Guards under Captain 
Flood. The troops held the main. positions— 
the Railway Hotel covering the bridge over the 
railway line, by which the main road from Kil- 
mallock enters the town; Bruree House, a 
strong outpost on the Charleville road a mile 
further back on the same road, and the schoo!- 
house, which controls the road from Newcastle- 
West, The importance of the village of Bruree, 
lying as it does on the flank of the Kilmallock 
to Charleville road, has been pointed out before. 
The irregulars evidently recognised this, for on 
Wednesday night, inspired by Mr. Childers, 
they determined to make an attempt to re- 
capture the place. 

n the émall hours 

Kilmallock cut 
Bruree and BPruff, 
moved round to the west 
to prevent any relief comin 
direction of Croom. The actual attack was 
made by three Jarge armoured cars. . Shortly 
after 6 o'clock in the morning the sentry on 
the railway bridge was astonished to see two 
armoured cars, so heavily loaded with machine 
guns as to be almost moving arsenals, round 
the sharp curve in the road just below the 
bridge and summon him to surrender. He did 
not lose his nerve or forget his duty, but, 
diving rapidly for cover, fired a shot to alarm 
the garrison, and succeeded in reaching the 
guard unhuet. 
Unable to accomplish a surprise, the armoured 
ears then procecded to disgorge a number of 
infantry snipers who occupied concealed posi- 
tions in the vicinity, and, moving to within a 
hundred yards of the railway hotel,.let loose 
a tornado of fire from the ten machine guns 
which between them they carried. The shooting 
was good, and every window was riddled with 
bullets. Worse still, though, the brick walls 
of the hotel were not sufficiently strong. to pre- 
vent the bullets from penetrating. 


UNENVIABLE POSITION. 


The position of Captain Flood was unenviable. 
Up to this, in spite of several summonses to sur- 
render, his men had made no move to reveal 
their position.- Not a shot had been fired. Not 
a word answered the taunts of the irregulars 
who bade them come out; but with walls not 
bullet proof the Station Hotel was not tenable. 
Captain Flood wisely determined to evacuate it. 
Leaving by the back door he and his men 
made their way unobserved to the mill. One 
man, a Lewis gunner, climbed up through a 
skyhght on to the roof to cover their retreat. 
The skylight through which he climbed was 
splintered to pieces by a-burst from a Thomp- 
som gun. One bullet cut his coat under his 
arm, another was deflected by his cartridge 
pouch, two more ripped his clothing, one passed 
through his hand; but he succeeded 
in creating a diversion while his comrades 
escaped. And, wonderful to rélaic, he got away 
in the end down a water sprout, after his 
machine gun had been put out of action. 
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advanced on the schoolhouse, another weak 
building, and blew bits out of the windows and 
walls. One of the care then charged the door 
and burst it in with one of its wheels. The rear 
was afso attacked. The garrison were now at 
the mercy of the attackers, and were forced to 
surrender 25 men and Sergeant-Major Dixon. 
Dixon was a man whom I have met in several 
places. He was captured at Ballymore-Eustace 
and escaped in Limerick. We was largely re- 
sponsible for the capture of two strong enemy 
positions when the line extended to the south 
of Kilmallock. He held the extreme left flank, 
a dangerous, isolated and thinly held position, 
continually reconnoitered by the enemy. and 
held it with conspicuous ability. He refused 
three times to surrender at Bruree, and was 
finally overpowered, and lifted into the armoured 
ear. 


One man, the. Lewis gunner, escaped after 
dismantling his weapon completely, and in spite 
of fire and shouts to halt and surrender, and 
actual pursuit, made his way to the mill. 


ATTACK ON MILL, 


The mill was next attacked, but fruitlessly, 
for it was a strong position, and the armoured 
care retired with their prisoners. They came 
again shortly after 2 p.m., and again attacked 
the mill. Another party asaeulted Br ree House 
with rifle grenades in an unsuccessful 


attempt 
to burn it. ‘on 


The attack upón the mill was 
equally unsuccessful, and the enemy retreated, 
baffled and diaconsolate, 

Let it be noticed that, although thousands of 
rounds were fired at them. the Guards only 
fired 50 rounds, a fine example of reserve of fire 
when no suitable target presents itself. Captain 
Flood was asked why he did not fire one of the 
emer 2 rockets with which he had been pro- 
vided. He said “I did not intend to fire one 
of those for another 47 hours. We had opened 
a sack of flour and were baking bread for a 
siege. That is the spirit we want. 

The interest now turns to the relief eparty. 
As soon as I had finished yesterday's despatch, 
we set out in the car to catch up the troops, 
and got into touch with the rearguard about 
two miles from Bruree. We halted for a few 
moments at @ cross-roads, where the bullets 
lamented in their shrill keen over our Bass 
and watched on our left a flank screen 
skirmishers advancing slowly in the direction of 
Kilmallock. There was some danger that an 
advance from this direction might make our 
relieving force itself a subject for: relief. 

As we watched one, man stumbled, ran 
half-way across a field, and fell. ‘His nearest

TOOK TIPPERARY. 
_ STATE OF THE TOWN. 


(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
TIPPERARY, Thursday. 
General O’Duffy,'G.0.C, South-Western 
Command, accompanied by Gen 
Murphy, made a tour of the posts held b 
the national Army on Wednesday. He 
spent a considerable time in Tipperary 
town. , 
In a brief interview that I had “with 
him General O’Duffy expressed himself as 
satisfied with the position, Great credit, 
he said, was due to. Commandant 
O'Connor, ‘who successfully captured 
Tipperary town against overwhelming 
odds. It was Commandant . O'Connor's 
desire that he should be allowed to take 
Tipperary without artillery or machine 
guns, and he did so with success. 
Although he lost three brave soldiers in 
his effort, the operation was one of the 
most brilliant which had taken place in 
the present struggle. He understood that 
‘the people of the town were greatly 
relieved when the irregulars were routed 
out of it, as a large amount of property 
was damaged while they were in occupa- 


tion. 

North Tipperary and Mid-Tipperary were aow 
under. the control of national forces, and he had 
no doubt that the few remaining posts in South 
Tipperary would very shortly be in the same 
position. é 

During the occupation of Tipperary hy. the 
irreguiars business was in a state of suspended 
animation. Communication with Cork was kept 
up intermittently by circuitous routes. Dublin 
was cut off As I write, railway traffic is sus- 
pended; there are no such “ luxuries” as tele- 
grams, and there has not been a mail for 
several weeks, I learn, however, that the 
postal service may be resumed before the week 
is out, and the people generally look forward 
to this sign of returning to normal with the 
utmost satisfaction. 


NO WATER. 


One of the most dastardly acts of the ir- 
regulars was the cutting off of the water 
supply. A party of six national engineers went 
out to repair the damaged main outside the 
town, but they were aitacked with such fierce- 
ness by abont 69 irregulars that they were ob- 
liged to retire and leave the work undone. As 
8 result water has had to be drawn from wells 
and ponds. The water main, it should be 
mentioned, was broken by the explosion which 
blew up Longford Bridge at 2 a.m. on Monday, 
and in order to proceed with the work of re- 
pairs a road mine must be removed. 

The gas supply was also interfered with, and 
as a result there was an instant demand for 
candles, as paraffin supplies had almost run out. 
This, however, was largely the result of a 
strike. Food supplies in the town are reported 
to be low, but im this direction relief is ex- 
pected through the opening up of communica- 
tion with Limerick and other centres. 

For four days every place of business here 
was closed. The attack bevan last Saturday, 
and by last Sunday evening the whole place 
was in the possession of national troops. Busi- 
ness then réstarted, and is now proceeding as 
usual; bul a very serious loss has been sus- 
tained by the destruction of Cleeve’s factory, 
one of the chief sources of employment in the 
town. The church and the hospital were the 
only portion of the fine military barrack to be 
spared from destruction by fire. 

From the manner in which they penetrated 
the outposts of the irregulars, and actually en- 
tered the town before the irregulars realised it 
the Dublin Guards have been locally dubbed 
the “Ghost Army.” In horseshoe formation 
they made their advance, attacking the 
irregulars on the hills as they advanced. The 
irregulgrs replied to the fire of the national 
troops, but were apparently’ unable to a 
the tine; for the national forces moved steadily 
on, taking advantage of every available position, 
and a places in the town with a 
knowledge of their strategic value that seemed 
almost uncanny. 

One advance party, under cover of a Lewis 


tions. A barricade at Dobbyn’s Hotel was used 
for a time until that area was cleared. Similar 
action was taken in other areas, and on Sunday 
morning the people were surprised to find 
positions that. were supposed to be in possession 
of the irregulars held ty national troops. Eve 
sniper was speedily located, and ‘dislodged, an 
no fewer than 70 prisoners were taken. 

Everyone having business outside the town 
must be provided with a permit to leave and re- 
enter. Ail roads are guarded, and pickets 
patrol the town at night, when there is 
occasional firing. Going through the country, 
now looking its best, ome finds it hard to 
realise that a state of,war exists in one of the 
most productive parts of the South. 


CAPTURE OF CASHEL,

FLIGHT OF IRREGULARS. 


The Press Association’s Special] Correspondent 
telegraphed from Thurles last night:—I have 
just returned from Cashel, which I entered with 
the advance guard of the national troops at 
5 o'clock this evening. The irregulars, who 
were reported to hold an almost invulnerable 
position on the famous Rock of Cashel, fled at 
the first sign of the troops: advancing through 
the woods and fields on all sides of the town. 

We got a frantic welcome from the towns- 
people, who cried and laughed alternately. Mr. 
de Valera was said to have been in the town on 
Tuesday, and issued instructions thet a stand 
must be made to the last man, but he did not 
remain, and is said to have fallen back to 
Clogheen, which is due south of Cahir. This 
provides additional proof that the irregulars’ 
rian is to fortify themselves along the banks of 
the River Blackwater. ; 

The capture of Cashel is of considerable 
importance, as it etraightened out the line 
which now runs from Tipperary town through 
Golden and Cashel to Callan. It is becoming 
more and more evident that the irregulare are 
disinclined to fight, and no one anticipates a 
battie when Clonmel ie reached. 


TO OUR READERS. 


All the reports that we publish to-day concern- 
ing military operations and the political situa- 
tion have been passed by the Government 
Censor.

I looked at it closely, and, suddenly realising 
the facts, shouted to my companion that it was 
one of the irregular a-moured cars. To our 
left hand lay a low turf bank, and the three 
of us flitted over it quicker than the shadows 
of scudding clouds; and, creeping to a post, 
watched the proceedings. The big car seemed 
in two minds what to do. It backed a little, 
and, finally, fearing that it was being led over 
a mine, moved slowly away in the direction of 
Kilmallock. :

FIGHT IN A WOOD. 


CAPTURE OF 
CARRICK-ON-SUIR, -

The following official bulletin was issued 
by G.H.Q, Irish Army at 11.30 o'clock last 
night :— 

“The troops’ now occupy Carrick-on- 
Suir. An advance party entered the town 
at 2 p.m: to-day and were reinforced in 
the evening by a strong force under Com- 
mandant MacCarthy. On the route to 
Carrick-on-Suir Commandant MacCarthy’s 
party cleared Callan, Mullinahone, Nine- 
milehouse, Kilmogany, and Windgap of 
the irregulars. The irregulars in Carrick. 
on-Suir, estimated at about 300, crossed 
the river and retreated hurriedly across 
the mountains towards Kilmacthomas and 
Dungarvan. They blew up the bridges st 
Carrick-on-Suir in their retreat. The 
town has not suffered any appreciable 
damage. 

“Early yesterday morning a party of 
troops, under Commandants Paul and 
Heaslip, captured 18 irregulars: occupying

ADVANCE DESCRIBED. 
(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
BEFORE CARRICK-ON-SUIR, 
Wednesday. 

The fight for Carrick-on-Suir has begun. 
At the moment of writing the advance 
guard of the national column, led by 
Colonel-Commandant Prout, are in contact, 
with the irregular outposts, 

The column left Mullinavat in the early 
hours of Tuesday morning, and, after a 
tedious journey through Rochestown and 
Piltown in extended formation, reached 
the district of Castletown at about 10 p.m. 
, in a skirmish with irregulars a short 
distance beyond “Piltown’ Captain Lawlor, 
brother. of Commandant-General Lawlor, 
was shot through the thigh.. In a wood 
about two miles from Carrick the troops 
located a strongly posted party of irregu- 
lars near the Suir. A sharp engagement 
followed. It lasted for about an hour, and 
was renewed early this morning. One of 
the advance guard has been shot through 
the groin. 

Up to the moment of writing the casual- 
ties among the national forces have been 
one killed and seven wounded. 


DEPARTURE FROM WATERFORD. 


WATERFORD, Monday, 6 p.m. 

At last the column to which. I have attached 
myself is on the move. As the troops leave the 
city we discuss our possible destination. For 
the most part the conjectures are wide of the 
mark, The truth is that the advance to Carrick- 
on-Suir has begun. Mr. de Valera is there, it 
is said.. Soon the rumour will be tested and 
we shall know what it is worth. 

A long line of troops, followed by an. 
eighteen-pounder, lead the advance column, 
and, immediately behind the horse trans- 
port,. carrying more men and ammuni- 
tions, then comes the rearguard. We leave 
the town and along the main road - via 
Kilmscow to Kilkenny. At Mullinavat, abeut 


Prout and another column. 
Our force now is complete. 
be our camp for to-night. The men are billeted 


everywhere. 
TUESDAY. 

Refore six this morning the little village was 
a hive of activity. The troops were early on 
the move, and by eight o'clock the advance 
guard had moved on towards Carrick road in 
extended formation. The transport. section fol- 
lowed about 10 minutes later with the rearguard 
some distance behind. The advance had now 
begun in earnest into a country which becomes 
more and wore hilly. We rest for ten minutes 
every hour. Maps are consulted by the officers 
now and again. 

The advance so far has been carried out with 
admirable skill, and the men are not .exposed 
to any unnecessary danger. Up steep hills and 
through large ‘tracts of barren and rocky lands 
the column moves slowly. Occasionally there is 
some delay owing to the difficulty attending the 
negotiation of hills by the horse transport with 
its heavy freight. Manwhile there is no sight of 
an enemy. 


EXCELLENT SCOUTING. 


The scouting work of the column is excellent. 
Farmers meet us here and there, and offer 
drinks to the soldiers. Without the suggestion 
of Kipling, they recognise that soldiering is 
dusty work. Through Rochestown, we go 
towards the Besshborough Demesne. We are 
rapidly nearing Piltown, and have succeeded in 
steering clear, so far, of trenches and felled 
trees. Passing through the demesne the column 
makes a picturesque sight. We get on to the 
main road again, and soon are confronted by 
our first obstruction—a tree. With cross-cuts 
and axes this is quickly disposed of, and~-with- 
out further incident the column passes imto Pil- 
town a little after midday. 

The relief that is felt by the inhabitants 
of the village is plainly evident in all faces. 
The column stands by for a well-earned meal, 
while small parties of men search the neigh- 
bourhood for irregular scouts Their activities 
in this direction are rewarded within fifteen 
minutes, for they secure eight prisoners. Six 
of them are mere boys, who have been/ acting 
as despatch riders for the irregulars< 

One was captured after he had delivered 
his message. istaking the identity of the 
arty of troops who made him prisoner, he 
blurted out the truth concerning his late mis- 
sion, and also mentioned the contents of the 
messafe he had delivered. His chagrin on 
discovering that the soldiers belonged to the 
national army was betrayed by his crestfallen 
look. Two of the eight prisoners were between 
the ages of 28 and 30. 

When the troops entered the village these 
two had made an attempt to escape. One of 
them was found to be carrying a German 
mauser rifle, with one bullet in the magazine. 
On the other was found a book coritaining 
nearly twenty despatches, with information .re- 
arding the movements of the irregulars in the 
district and instructions for outposts during 
their occupation of the village. 


MR. DE VALERA’S RIFLE. 


The irregulars seized foodstuffs from the 
houses of the inhabitants without making pt 
ment in a single instance. On Saturday, July 
20th, Mr. de Valera paid a visit to the village, 
and during his siay occupied Gregg House with 
Mr. Den titer. Mr. de Valera entered the 
local ‘post office during the day and imquired if 
the wires were working. He was inférmed that 
they had been out of order for some time. The 
answer seemed to satisfy him and he left. A 
villager who is fairly well acquainted with him 
by sight described him to me as looking very 
thin and pale.

officer’s cap. and he carried a rifle. |

NEGOTIATIONS TO PROCEED. 


Reuter’s Correspondent at Washington under- 
stands that Mr. Mellon, the Secretary of the 
American Treasury, takes up the position that 
the American Debt Commission must continue 
the negotiations for funding the obligations of 
the United States, without regard to the dis- 
position which is shown by Great Britam to 
cancel the International war-time indebtedness. 
Moreover, it is believed that Mr. Mellon feels 
that, inasmuch as Great Britain, in correspond- 
ence with the Treasury, has acknowledged her 
war debt to America, has indicated her willing- 
ness to liquidate the debt with interest, and 
has announced that a financial mission will be 
sent in September to discuss arrangements for 
payment, there should be no hitch in. the 
proceedings. 

While to a certain extent the British Note is 
regarded by the Treasury as making more 
difficult an already complicated International 
situation, it is not considered as affecting the 
position of the United States towards foreign 
‘debtor nations 

As the Note was not addressed to America, 
the Treasury, it is believed, holds the view that 
no official nisance of its transmission should 
be taken. The generally interpreted suggestion 
of the cancellation of inter-Allied indebtedness 
contained in the Note is not regarded by the 
Treasury as in the nature of a proposal to the 
United States. 


EUROPE’S OWN AFFAIR, 


On the abstract question of the cancellation 
of wariime debts, however, Mr. Meilon is under- 
stood to have very definite views regarding the 
undesirability of such proceedings from the 
standpoint. of America. While the European 
nations might wipe out the debts due to them 
in a general cancellation, it wae explained that 
the United States, owing no one, would receive 
ng compensation for relinquishing its foreign 
obligations. 

It was further declared at the Treasury that 
the exact purpose of the British Government in 
sending the Note may not yet be apparent, . 
alt h suggestions were made that there may 
have been a desire to bring the question of 
cancellation to the front before the meeting of

“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS :— 


By to-day’s date the thoughts of all will be 
turned to the most solemn anniversary the 
nation can observe. As we look back after 
eight years on ths 4th of August, 1914, there is 
no need for us to be reminded of the number 


and the magnitude of the evils which that day | 


brought in ite iraim. They are with us yet, and 
are iikely to remain with us long. The legacy 
of broken hearts, maimed lives, accumulated in- 
debtedness, impaired industry and crippled com- 
merce is such as can be neutralised only by the 
most persistent efforts of the best brains and 
the strongest wills, aided by the natural lapse o* 
time; but the 4th of August is too august a day 
for us to permit our thoughts to dwell solely 
upon afflictions and embarrassments.

GENERAL STRIKE AT AN END. 


Telegraphing from Rome yesterday, Ae 
Times Correspondent states:—To-davy at noon 
the so-called general strike came to an end, and 
Rome 18 regaining her norma! aspect after three 
days of crisis. Even the Deputies and news- 
papers of pronounced socialistic tendencie: 
compelled to agree that the calling of 
strike was a grave tactical] error, and has done 
more than anything that had preceded it to 
increase the popularity of Fascismo. 

It must also be recognised that the Fascisti 
have shown a very unusual restraint, which 
makes one more optimistic for the prospects ol 
internal peace. They had threatened severe 
reprisals if the strike were not called off at mid.

only.came at mid-day, they refrained from the 
excesses with which one has been forced to 
associate them in the past. Their discipline has 
created an excellent impression in Rome, espe- 
cially when it is contrasted with their behaviour 
here during the last genera! strike.

500 MORE MACHINES. 


Mr. Lloyd George, replying to Viscount Cur- 
zon, in the House of Commons yesterday, said 
that the Government, as the result of the in- 
quiry by the Committee of Imperial Defence, 
had decided to adopt the scheme submitted by 
the Air Ministry, to provide a force otf, 500 
machines for home defence, at an imcreased cost 
of 22,000,000 per annum. Of this sum, £900,000 
would be found by economies in the estimates 
of the Air Mimistry. 

The inquiries of the Cabinet Committee into 
the cost of the fighting services had advanced 
sufficiently to Bin. Wags Pm to state that this 
addition to the provision in the Air Fstimates 
woukl not prevent a reduction in the total 
estimates ior the fighting Services for the year 
1923-24. Considerable orders for the execution 
of this programme would be placed with pri- 
vate firms in the current year. 

Theme decisions would not prejudice the 
further expansion of the Royal Air Force at a 
later date if it was found necessary for national! 
security. That would be considered in the light 
of the financial situation next year, and of the 
air policy adopted by other. Powers. 

Colonel Wedgwood—May I ask whether this 
great mecrease m expenditure on the Air Ser 
vice is due to the enormous development of the 
Air Service in France?

With reference to the Prime Minister's state- 
ment yesterday, the Press Association under- 
stands that the additional expenditure of two 
millions does not mean that five hundred new 
aeroplanes will be added to the Air.

THE POSITION IN GERMANY. 


On the order for the third reading of the 
Consolidated Fund Bill, Sir Robert Horne onened 
a discussion on the subject: of German repara- 
tions. . He reviewed the history of the question 
from the outset, and indicated the modifications 
made by the Reparations Commission in the de- 
mands upon Germany. Dealing with the modi- 
fied arrangements of March last, by which Ger- 
many, instead of a cash payment of one hundred 
millions, was to pay this year thirty-six million 
pounds sterling, and 72) .millions in kind. he 
said that the Commission at the same time took 
account of the fact that Germdny was not rais- 
ing enough by taxation, and they informed 
Germany that it would be her duty to impose 
new taxes and increase existing ones. They also 
pointed out that, while unable to meet her lia- 
bilities, she was granting large subsidies to her 
own industries. They further asked the German 
Government to produce a scheme to prevent the 
floating of capital out. of Germany. and mada 
other financial suggestions. The rayments were 
made by Germany under this arrangement until 
the 20th of June. Then early in July there 
occurred the deplorable murder of Dr. Rathenau 
and the further depreciation in the mark that 
ensued. 

On July 12th the German Government asked 
the Reparations Commission for a maratorium 
until the end of 1924, saying that they were 
unable to. meet the next payment, which was 
due on 15th July. The Germans were urged to 
make the July payment, and were promised a 
reply on the general question before the next 
payment became due on 15th August. In the 
meantime the Committee Guarantees had 
been enquiring into the position of Germany. 
and they had now cone to Paris. where their 
report was being discussed. It had not vet 
been presented to the Reparations Commission, 
but he might sav that it would show that the 
new taxes sue¢gesterd to Germany had now been 
Im? osed. The existing taxcs had noí been in- 
creased, but a comnulsorv loan had heen issued

At the same time, we had not been blind to 
the colossal burden which was imposed upon 
the nations of the world, because of the 1m 
debiedness of one nation to another. 3 
The Gcvernment held very strongly the vie 
that there was no greater impediment to the 
recovery of the world from the disastrous dis- 
location of the. war than the existence 
of that burden of debt. What we owed 
to our creditors was borrowed, not for our- 
selves, but {or our Alhes—(cheers) -and 
£2.000,000,000 out of the £7, 700,000,000 v hich 
to-day formed our debt was not spent by ws, 
but was lent in the course of the war by us to 
our Allies. The Government held the view, 
very strongly, that to get rid of this indebt ect- 
ness as between the Nations would be the first 
thing that would bring about.a revival and at 
a new impetus to the reconstruction of the work 
But we could not forget the condition of our 
own people, the distress and agony they were 
enduring, and the great financial burden hay 
had none the less got to bear. As a result o 
the sacrifices made in the war we had a bur- 
den of debt greater than that of any other 
Nation in the world, and, in addition, we were 
taxed more heavily than any other country. 
Taxation was twice, as heavy here as in the 
United States. In these circumstances It was 
impossible to ask the British taxpayer alone to 
shoulder the burden of the payment of the war 
debts. (Cheers.) Whatever our wishes might 
have been in other circumstances, we had got 
to face the facts and adjust ourselves to the 
realities of the situation. (Hear, hear.)
